And when the Byſhop of Rome had tranſlated 
the title of the Emperour, and as muche as in 
them did lye,the Empire it ſelfe from their lo 
the Emperour of Greece, and ol Rome alſo 
right, vnto the Chꝛiſtian pꝛinces of the neſt, 
thep became in ſhoꝛt ſpace no better vnto the 
welt Emperours, then they were befoze vn⸗
